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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The combined cited pr ior art teach the elements 
and subject matter of the present application, that is, wireless terminal with a plurality of antennae receiving radio waves performing 
signal reception and transmission measurements, utilizing techniques as burst transmission an d compressed mode, taught by Ramesh 
Scherzer and Steudle, as cited in the office action. 

On other side, the Applicant argues that the finality of the office action mailed on 06/08/2007 was made prematurely, alleging that the 
arguments filed with the response to the first office were not addressed, adding that amendment to the claims was made to overcome the 
35 U.S.C. 112 rejection. The Applicant asserts that said amendment does not change the scope of the claim. Contrary to the Applicant's 
assertion on that the applied amendment did not change the scope of the claim, before the amendment, the Examiner interpreted the 
scope of the claim in one way, but, by necessity, he had to interpret it another way because, evidently, the difference in meaning of the 
entire claim was obvious to any person of ordinary skill in the art. Additionally to the changing of the phrase to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 
112 rejection, other ejements were added to claim one that indeed altered the scope of the claim (refer to the amendment of claim 1 filed 
on 04/06/2007), therefore the Applicant's arguments, although fully considered, were moot in view of the new ground of rejection 
necessitated by the amendment to the claims. 

Regarding Applicant's allegation that the final office action maile d on 09/10/2007 was not responsive to the arguments submitted 
thereon, the Examiner, in order to emphasize the evidence for rejection of the present application by the cited prior art, recapitulated on 
the main elements taught by the prior art of record.
